2. The Council will act as a 'think-tank' on important environment policy matters and also 
provide planning and other inputs in an advisory capacity on issues and matters which may be 
placed before it by the Ministry of Environment and Forests. The recommendations of the 
Council shall be advisory in nature and will be made to the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests. 

3. The Council will meet as often as may be necessary and may settle its own procedure of 
working it may invite other experts and officials to its meetings, as and when necessary. It may 
also form Sub-committees to examine specific issues. 

4. The council will be serviced by the Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

5. The term of Members other than those ex-officials will be for a period of two years from 
the date of their nomination. 

6. The non-official Members of the Council shall be entitled to travelling and daily 
allowances as admissible to Group "A" Officers of the Government of India. For attending 
meetings of the Council and its sub-committees, such members will be entitled to travel by air 
by the shortest route.
